Homestead Rules 
To Be Enforced 
More Rigidly Now 

As a result of representations made 
to the minister of the interior by E. 
G. Hingley and W. J. Jackman, sec¬ 
retaries of the Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta Union of Municipal associa¬ 
tions, important changes are being 
made at once involving immediate ac 
tion by the department as follows 

Notifying all occupants of crown 
lands held under homestead entry for 
five years or more that if patent is 
not applied for within a specified time 
the entry will be cancelled. 

More rigidly enforcingfi the regula- 
homestead and pre-emption, so that 
the occupant will he compelled tto 
complete his duties within the speci¬ 
fied time or lose his land. 

Investigation of all school land con¬ 
tracts and if it found that the pay¬ 
ments are in arrears the contract will 
be cancelled unless payment forth¬ 
with.

Next morning warm and add 
two tablespoons of salt, and enough 
flour to make a paste just stiff enough 
not to stick to hands or moulding 
board, knead a few minutes on board, 
let rise in a greased pan until 2 1-2 
times its size,put in pans and let rise 
in pans 2 1-2 times its size and bake 
in a moderate oven.

A. BY-LAW OF THE VILLAGE TO 
PROVIDE FOIJI THE ENFORCE¬ 
MENT OF THE BY-LAWS OF THE

vin enacts as follows: 

(1) That any person or persons 
found guilty of a breach of any of 
the By-laws of the Village of Chau¬ 
vin for which no other penalty is pro¬ 
vided, shall upon conviction before a 
Justice or Justices of the Peace or 
Police Magistrate having jurisdiction 
forfeit and pay a penalty not exceed 
ing One Hund'red Dollars ($100.00) 
and costs for each offence, and in de¬ 
fault of payment thereof it shall be 
lawful for a Justice or Justices of tthe 
Peace or Police Magistrates so con¬ 
victing or any one of tnem to commit 
the offender or offenders to the near¬ 
est common jail with or without hard 
labor for a period not exceeding thirty 
days unless the said penalty and costs 
or penalty or costs be sooner paid. 

(2) All fines imposed for the vio¬ 
lation of any of the Village By-Laws 
unless otherwise provided for be 
paid over to the Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Village for the benefit of tthe 
same.

(j) To perform such other duties 
and lawful acts for the preservation 
of the public healtn as may be re¬ 
quired by the Village Council. 

3. That the duties of the health 
Inspector shall be as follows: 

(a) To assist the Health Officer in 
the enforcement of the Public Health 
ordinances and amendments thereto 
and in the enforcement of all regu¬ 
lations made by the Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor in Council^ in so far as same 
may apply to the public health of the 
Village of Chauvin. 

(b) To keep a vigilant supervision 
over all streets, lanes, by-ways, lots 
or premises upon wnich any accumu¬ 
lation or deposit of anything which 
may endanger the public health or 
fuse upon which any manure or 
other refuse or animal or vegetable 
matter or other filtn may be found 
and at once to notify the parties who 
own or occupy such premises to 
cleanse the same, and to remove 
what is found thereon and if the same 
be not removed within twenty-four 
hours after such notification to re¬ 
port such neglect or refusal to the 
Health Officer. 

(c) To visit the premises of all 
bake-shops, butcher shops, slaughter 
houses and dairies from which food 
is supplied to the Village, at least 
once a week during the months from 
May to October inclusive, and at least 
once a month during tthe remainder 
of the year and from time to time re- 
port to the Health Officer the result 

! of such visits. 

| (d) To inspect at intervals directed 

| by the Health Officer -all premises 
I within the Village^ and report to the 
Health Officer any violation of tris 


or nauseous water, hay, straw, paper 
ashes cinders^ soot, offal, garbage or 
I any other article or substance what 
ever. In the case of an alley or lane 
where any substance above named 
shall exist, or have been deposited, 
it shall be the duty of every owner 
or occupant of any lot or premises 
within twenty four (24) hours after 
having been notified by tne Health 
Inspector of the Village so to do, to 
remove from the half of said alley 
or land adjoining such lot or pre¬ 
mises all such ssubstances. 

8. No owner or occupant of any lot 
or premises shall cause or permit any 
nuisance to be or to remain in or up¬ 
on any lot or or premises, or between 
the same and the centre of the street 
adjoining. 

9. If any - person shall o^n, occupy 
or keep any lot or ground or other 
premises in such a bad or filtfiy con¬ 
dition as to be offensive, to the neigh¬ 
bourhood or to any person or family 
such person shall be subject to the 
penalties provided for an infraction 
of this By-Law and to like penalties 
for every day such nuisaice .shall 
continue after notice from the Health 
inspector to abate such nuisance. 

10. The accummulation of manure, 
hay. straw, or other matter in all 
stock cars arriving at any railway 
station within the limits of the Village 
of Chauvin shall be burned and it 
shall be the duty of the Agent at any 
Railway Station to see that the pro¬ 
visions of this clause are complied 
with as soon as the car is unloaded. 

11. No butcher or any other per¬ 
son shall slaughter, bleed or dress any 
animal or fish, or pluck or leave

By-Law No. 21 

A BY-LAW OF THE VILLAGE OF 
CHAUVIN TO DEFINE THE DUT¬ 
IES OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 
AND HEALTH INSPECTOR, AND 
TO REGULATE THE HEALTH AND 
CLEANLINESS OF THE VILLAGE 
OF CHAUVIN. 

The Council of the Village of Chau¬ 
vin enacts as follows: 

1. that it shall be lawful for the 
Council of the Village of Chauvin to 
appoint a Medical Practictioner as 
Health Officer of the Village of Chau¬ 
vin and also to appoint a Health In¬ 
spector to assist such Health Officer. 

2. That the duties of tthe Health Of¬ 
ficer shall be as follows: 

(a) To enforce or to cause to be en¬ 
forced 
Healtl: 


regulation for the preservation of the 
Public Health of the Village of Chau¬ 
vin and to lay the information for 
breach of same before a Justice of the 
Peace or other Officer having juris- 
'diction when instructed so to do by 
the Health Officer, or Village Council. 

(e) To have charge of the Village 
nuisance grounds and to cause all car¬ 
cases of animals, rubbish, manure, re¬ 
fuse, offal and garbage delivered there 
to be disposed of in a satisfactory 
manner by the person delivering same, 
or by the Village scavenger, or by 
some person engaged by the council 
to perform such work, as the case may 
be. 

(f) To investigate all complaints 

referred to him against the Village 
scavenger or scavenger or other per- 
soiifcs—2- Rr.- same~tor trie 

^Health Officer. or to the Village Coun¬ 
cil: and where no scavenger or sea 
venger are appointed; to see that the 
By-Law relating to savengering be 
strictly enforced. 

4. That whenever there shall be any 
land within the limits of the said Vil¬ 
lage of Chauvin or premises outside 
of the Village from which food is sup¬ 
plied to the Village upon which is 
any stagnant or putrid matter offen¬ 
sive to health, it shall be the duty as 
well as the occupant as of the owner 
of the said land, to remove such 
stagnant or putrid matter Without be¬ 
ing notified so to do and every occu¬ 
pant, owner, or person having or as¬ 
suming to have charge of said land 
who shall neglect to remove or abate 
such nuisance within two (2) days 
after becoming aware of the existence 
thereof, shall be guilty of an infrac¬ 
tion of this By-Law. 

5. No pile or deposite of manure or 
garbage. nor accumulation of any of- 
i fensive or nauseous substance shall 
be made within the .limits of the said 
Village, nor shall any person or cor¬ 
poration unload, discharge or put 


any sheep or other skin, or expose 
any meat in the bleeding state, or 
the unclean entrails of any animals, 
in any place in the village. 

12. No butcher. huckster, grocer, 
trader or other person shall expose 
or offer for sale in any place within 
the limits of the Village of Chauvin 
any measley pork, or unsound, dis¬ 
eased, stale, rotten, fermented, naus¬ 
eous or unwholesome meats, poultry, 
fish. vegetable's or other articles of 
food or provisions or the flesh of any 
animals dying otherwise than by 
slaughter, or any bull beef or boar 
pork unless sold as such. 

13. No butcher or other person shall 
have or deposit upon any side walk or 
pathway, any green hides or skins, or 
hides or skins in a bleeding state. 

i. no- person shall slaughter, se*U or 
offer for sale, or barter dr trade meat 
of any calf less than four weeks old. 

15. Every butcher shall keep his 

shop or stall in a clean and proper 
state, and shall not suffer any offal, 
hides or tallow to remain on or near 
tthe premises after the hour of eight 
o‘clock a.m. from the first day of 
April to the first day of November of 
each year. * 

16. No butcher, meat packer, livery- 
stable keeper or other person shall 
discharge out of or permit to flow 
from his shop, stable or other place 
any foul or nauseous liquors, slops 
or substances whatever, into any pri¬ 
vate ground, street, lane or public 
ground within the Village. 

17. No owner or company of any 
grocer, cellar, shop, factory. brewery, 
distillery, packing house, ’stable or 
barn shall suffer the same to become 
foul, nauseous or offensive. 

18. Any person or. persons found 
guilty of a breach of this By-Law 
shall upon conviction before a Justice 
of the Peace or other officer having 
jurisdiction, be liable to the penalties 
provided in tthe By-Lw providing for 
the enforcement of tne By-Laws of 
the Village.
